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DALAND MEMORIAL LIBRARY 


The Daland Memoral Library is on the move. This 
spring the Trustees voted unanimously to join, as char- 
ter member, the Statewide Library Development Sys- 
tem. The state is divided into four districts and our 
library is a member of the Southeast District. Your 
Librarian was appointed to represent the Daland Mem- 
orial Library at all meetings. She has served on two 
committees of the Council. Under this program book 
selection meeting are held four times a year. At these 
meetings new books are on display, book reviews are 
given, and problems are discussed with fellow librarians 
and trustees. Central purchasing enables the member 
libraries to take advantage of a higher discount off re- 
tail prices. The state has also inaugurated central cata- 
loging and members are able to order catalog cards for 
each book purchased at no additionad cost. When the 
system is fully organized and working, any member of 
an affiliated library may obtain a statewide borrower's 
card and avail themselves of the collection of any affili- 
ated library. Service centers within a 25 mile radius 
will be set up to assist. The entire program is a model 
for other states to copy. As New Hampshire can boast 
of the first public library in the country, Peterborough, 
we can well be proud of our advancement in library 
services for all. 

February first the Trustees appointed Mrs. Margaret 
Swanick as Assistant Librarian, and she has been most 
helpful and cooperative. 

This year we added 244 volumes to our caliéfaan 
and discarded 210. There were 70 requests for reference 
material from the State Library and 48 requests for 
other material. The Bookmobile visited our library four 
times and we borrowed a total of 1744 books. 

National Library Week, April 19-23, the library was 
open its regular hours and, in addition, Friday and Sat- 
urday afternoons. Grades 3 and 4 of the Village School 
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made posters and Grades 5 and 6 wrote book reports. 
Stephen and Robert Wilkins exhibited their science 
projects and explained them to the visitors. On Satur- 
day afternoon a story hour was held for pre-school chil- 
dren. The Trustees served punch and cookies under 
the direction of Mrs. Harris. 

This spring the New Hampshire Library Association 
held a contest for the best library family. The Daland 
Memorial Library entered the Milligan Family. Com- 
petition was very keen and as a result of the fine show- 
ing of each library that entered it was decided to give 
each family a copy of the book of their choice. The 
Milligans requested a copy of “Geronimo” and later 
presented it to the library. 

Mrs. Groves attended summer school at the Uni- 
versity of New Hampshire for her fourth term and re- 
ceived her certificate in Library Techniques having 
completed 225 credit hours of instruction. The arate 
attended the graduation exercises at Durham. During 
the Librarian’s absence and the absence of the Reisen 
Librarian, Mrs. Harris and Mrs. Goodwin tended the 
library. 

During July and the first two weeks of August, a 
reading project was conducted called “The Book- 
worms. Eighteen children entered the competition. 
At the close a party was held for these children and 
their friends. Certificates and prizes were given out. 
Games were played and the Trustees served refresh- 
ments. 

This fall the children from the Village School started 
coming to the library. This is the second year we have 
given this service, and it has developed far beyond our 
best hopes. In this way we reach children that are un- 
able to come to the library at any other time. We wish 
to thank Mrs. Randall for her help in this project. 

During Children’s Book Week, October 31 - Novem- 
ber 6, new children’s books were on display and Mrs. 
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Harris decorated the library using several on the new 
books and appropriate toys to illustrate the books. 
Book marks were given out. Each child was given a 
special booklet to be used to note books read and com- 
ments on them. 

Under the supervision of Mrs. Rachel Sanborn, Dis- 
trict Council Advisor, the Trustees and Librarians to- 
gether with Mrs. Randall, a Friend of the Library, 
started weeding the adult collection this November. 
This is quite a project but a good start has been made. 
Future meetings have been scheduled for this work. 
Mrs. Randall and Mrs. Groves have started cataloging 
the books that are being retained in the collection. 

Each month Mrs. Harris has made displays pertin- 
ent to the month. She kindly loaned a record player 
to the Library and during the holidays Christmas carols 
and Christmas music was played. 

The Trustees attended meetings of the New Hamp- 
shire Library Trustees Association, of which they are 
all active members, and the Book Selection meetings. 
Besides attending the District Advisory Council meet- 
ings and the Book Selection meetings, the Librarian has 
attended the meetings of the New Hampshire Library 
Association and the New England Library Association. 

The Trustees and the Librarians wish to thank all 
our many friends who have given of their time and 
money for the advancement of the work of the Library 
and for the many books donated to our collection. 
Without such spirited help and interest we would be 
unable to operate as efficiently. The Daland Memorial 
Library is one of the finest small libraries in the state 
and by all of us working together we can continue to 
grow and serve our neighbors.

Report of the Forest Fire Warden 
and District Chief 


Most of us who live in New Hampshire and the 
thousands of vacationists that visit us every year love 
the State for the variegated woodlands that encircle our 
clean lakes and clothe the hills and mountains. Most of 
us appreciate these values, but still there were enough 
careless people among us to cause over 880 grass and 
woodland fires to start in 1965. True this was a much 
dryer than normal year but this should have meant the 
use of extra care. Fortunately the fire fighting forces 
have held the line against such careless acts. It is up to 
each one of us to be ever mindful that a spark or flame 
is a potential fire. 
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We Must All Be Careful: 


1. To teach our children the danger in lighting 
matches. 

2. To never discard lighted smoking material from 
a car or while walking through fields or woods. 

3. To safely dispose of rubbish, preferably at the 
town dump. If you must burn rubbish or brush: 

a. Always get a permit to burn from the warden. 

b. Start your fire late in the day after 5:00 p.m. 

c. If burning a field or brush have equipment and 
adequate help on hand. The heat from your 
fire creates its own draft to spread fire. 

Our carelessness with fire is costing our State and 
Towns thousands of wasted dollars in suppression and 
hundreds of acres of destroyed woodlands. Yours never 
to enjoy.

MONT VERNON SCHOOL BOARD 


The school year of 1964-65 has seen a continuation 
of the excellent instruction and guidance offered to all 
Mont Vernon children, whether attending the Village 
School, the Junior High School or the Senior High 
School. The voters and taxpayers of the Town are to 
be congratulated on this, since by their consideration 
in appropriating funds to provide these facilities, they 
are responsible. For this the Mont Vernon School 
Board would like to express their thanks. 

We now, however, find it necessary to ask for 
additional funds in the amount of $2,600.00 to supple- 
ment last year's budget. This was made essential be- 
cause of increased transportation cost and unexpected 
repairs to the building and equipment. In the fall of 
1965, a count showed that 72 students would be at- 
tending the Milford schools. The bus used in the past 
accommodated only 66 pupils, and therefore, another 
bus was needed. This bus brought transportation 
costs up to $8,155 instead of the $6,200 originally 
voted, an increase of $1,955. This figure combined with 
the unexpected and expensive repairs account for the 
deficit. 

Our proposed budget for 1966-67 shows a sizable 
increase, largely due to higher cost of tuition, trans- 
portation and teacher salaries. Even though tuition 
seems high, it is caused by a larger number of students 
attending Milford schools rather than an increase in 
cost per pupil. Facilities offered by these schools are 
excellent for all higher educational participation and 
well worth the cost. Transportation shows a rise due 
to the fact that it will be necessary to run two buses 
twice daily to Milford next year. Again the number of 
children makes the second vehicle necessary. Teacher 
salary increases, we are sure are completely justified by 
the excellent work done by Mrs. Margaret Clark, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Scully and Mrs. Betsy Scofield. Results of 
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testing programs and actual classroom work prove that 
our Mont Vernon children receive an excellent founda- 
tion from the teaching staff. 

Not to be overlooked are the tasks performed by 
Mrs. Martin, the capable teachers’ aide. The care she 
has given the children under her supervision far ex- 
ceeds that usually given by someone in her position. 
Miss Wheeler and Miss Woods continue to provide 
exceptional instruction and care in the music and nurs- 
ing departments. Mr. Hanscomb, as in the past, has 
done an admirable job in caring for the school property 
and keeping it in fine condition. We are grateful to 
each and every one of them. 

The McCollum: Trustees again made funds avail- 
able to send the children on two class trips. The Pea- 
body Museum and Air Traffic Control Center were 
their destinations and provided some fine information 
for the youngsters. 

Dr. Goodman and Miss Connolly were joined dur- 
ing the past year by Mr. Herbert Canfield as Business 
Administrator. They have worked together very effi- 
ciently to use the taxpayers’ money wisely. Mr. John 
Murphy became the new superintendent in October, 
and we are sure he will continue to guide our educa- 
tional programs very capably. 

At this time we do not anticipate any major re- 
pairs or changes in our school building. Increased en- 
rollment might make it necessary to use the present 
Utility Room for a classroom, but at present this is not 
indicated. 

The School Board would like to take this oppor- 
tunity to thank all District members who have assisted 
us in any way in making our educational program 
successful.

To the School Committee of Union 40: 

I hereby submit my first annual report as Superin- 
tendent for the Towns of Amherst, Brookline, Hollis, 
Milford, and Mont Vernon. 

Having assumed this position on a full-time basis 
on October 1, 1965, it would seem advisable that this 
report be confined to a summary of my impressions and 
conclusions concerning the Union 40 schools and my 
assessment of future programs necessary to maintain 
and extend the educational program for the children 
in our community. 


Impressions 

One who has newly arrived on the education scene 
in Union 40 is bound to be impressed by a number of 
factors. We have a fine faculty which is predominately 
well trained. This in and of itself provides a great re- 
source for an educational program. I have found the 
administrative staff to be dedicated, hard working and 
courageous enough for the challenge of modern edu- 
cation. The central office staff have proven themselves 
invaluable during this transition period. Their dedica- 
tion and service have made my adjustment much easier. 
Dr. Richard Goodman was gracious enough to remain 
with me during the month of October. His knowledge 
and assistance are most appreciated. The people of 
this community were fortunate to have had the services 
of such a dedicated educator for the past four years. 

The towns have made a sincere attempt to provide 
adequate facilities for education. The plants in each 
community, with the exception of a very few, are well 
equipped and maintained. In the few sub-standard 
schools we have, efforts are underway to correct them. 
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Our custodial staffs have maintained our buildings at 
a reasonable level and the interior of all schools are 
attractive and conducive to a good educational atmos- 
phere. 

The basic curricular programs are more than ade- 
quate, in most areas, and many new ideas and innova- 
tions have been incorporated. If there is a weakness 
in the curriculum, it is the lack of grade one through 
twelve coordination and articulation. Special programs 
in visual studies and team teaching are worthy projects. 

The communities in Union 40 have demonstrated 
their interest and support of the schools through the 
election of qualified and dedicated School Committee 
members and through strong financial support of the 
educational programs. 


Future Needs 

The citizens of this community have made educa- 
tion available to all youth through the high school 
years. These schools do not exist to classify or eliminate 
the unfit. Instead, each child is a resource of our com- 
munity and it is the school’s function to develop that 
resource as far as possible in the time available for 
schooling. To fulfill its function, the school must pro- 
vide programs calculated to develop the capacities and 
abilities of all the children assigned to it. To better 
identify individual talents and service the teaching staff 
in terms of the child’s invidual need, I recommend the 
adoption of an elementary guidance program. This 
year we have applied for support of an elementary 
counselor through PLS89-10. I sincerely hope that the 
citizens of our community will agree with this recom- 
mendation and vote support of this program. 

The school must serve a dual role. It must contri- 
bute to the development of basic citizenship beliefs 
and skills and also promote the individual's unique abil- 
ities. Although both functions contribute ultimately 
to the same goal, a better society, they are not always 
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cultivated by the same process. The school must or- 
ganize its program for both ends. Students must have 
the opportunity to develop their unique abilities to the 
fullest extent. We must therefore undergo a careful 
study of our curriculum and plan a coordinated one 
through twelve curriculum that provides for the many 
varieties of pupil ability. All students should achieve 
greater knowledge, but the amount will vary from stu- 
dent to student. It is not the function of the school to 
produce students exactly alike. Brighter students should 
have the opportunity to become increasingly superior 
in their attainment and the further in school they pro- 
gress the greater the individual differences we will 
have to make in our program to accommodate them. 
Efforts must be made also to develop materials and 
techniques of instruction for the less able learner. Our 
school programs must be geared to care for the individ- 
ual differences of its children. We must understand 
the type of growth necessary and then make it possible 
for different students to achieve this growth by work- 
ing on materials that are meaningful and have purpose 
for them. Next year we plan to work with the Univers- 
ity of New Hampshire in developing an in-service 
training program for the combined Union 40 staff. This 
program will stress the development of new instruc- 
tional materials and the coordination of subject areas 
as well as grade placement. 

Thought should be given to incorporating a kinder- 
garten program in the public schools. Children can 
benefit from this early experience. Recent programs 
run under Project Head-Start have proven the value 
of a meaningful kindergarten experience. 


Conclusions 

The Union 40 communities are in excellent position 
to meet the challenge of the coming years. We have 
an excellent basic program with the staff to carry it 
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through. We have in effect many programs recommend- 
ed as needed by recent educational studies, true some 
need refinement, but this is essential in any case. 

Financing as always is going to be difficult. It be- 
hooves us, therefore, to make sure that every expendi- 
ture is necessary and that efficient use is made of all 
personnel and materials. 

No annual report would be complete without rec- 
ognition of the fine service of those people who retired 
from active service during the year. 

Miss Mabel Connolly will retire as Teacher Con- 
sultant at the conclusion of this school year. During 
the past 12 years Miss Connolly has faithfully served 
our children. Her devotion to work and dedication to 
youth cannot be adequately rewarded in flowery ad- 
jectives. The people of our community who have had 
the benefit of an education under her direction can well 
appreciate her true value. 


Mrs. Betty Denault will retire as Principal of the 
Hollis Elementary School in 1966. Mrs. Denault has 
faithfully carried on her duties as Principal in the true 
meaning of the position (Master Teacher). Hollis has 
indeed been fortunate for the past 42 years. Our best 
wishes in your retirement, Mrs. Denault.

REPORT OF OUR TEACHER CONSULTANT 


It has been a privilege and a pleasure to have 
worked with the personnel of Supervisory Union No. 
40 for the past twelve years. I would like to submit 
this, my culminating report, as one that points out not 
only the progress that has been made during these 
years, but the many things remaining to be done if our 
children are to find their places in this complex and 
fast-changing world. 

Possibly, our total progress has come under the 
heading of “Guidance for the Elementary School 
Child.” This has involved many programs and projects 
with but one purpose: the understanding of each child 
and his needs as an individual. 

A. To help understand the child, we have kept 
records of his background, abilities, progress, and needs. 
Through in-service training, the teachers have acquired 
an understanding of how to evaluate the child's achieve- 
ments, how to record his progress, and how to identify 
possible problems. 

B. We have endeavored to understand his achieve- 
ments in relation to his ability and to place him at the 
level of learning where he could be challenged to work 
to his optimum and to avoid the frustrations that often 
inhibit learning. We have provided programs for this 
purpose and, insofar as has been possible, the materials 
required to enhance these programs. 

C. The child has been considered in the light of 
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all his needs — emotional, social, physical, and scholas- 
tie: 

In 1953, when my work with these children began, 
it was possible for me to come in contact with many 
children having specific problems and with the coopera- 
tion of the teachers, principals, parents, and others, 
get to the source of the problems and, in many cases, 
help the child to overcome them. Since that time, how- 
ever, the schools have doubled in size and enrollment. 
The ratio of the number of children with problems 
seems to be on a greater scale than one would expect. 
The fact remains that an increasing number of children 
must receive help. Over the past few years there have 
been many with acute emotional problems. These pu- 
pils were getting progressively worse while help was 
being slowly procured through the proper channels. 
This has been extremely distressing to those standing 
by and unable to give aid themselves. 


Whereas guidance is taken for granted as a part 
of the junior and senior high school programs, it has 
usually been considered as unessential in the elemen- 
tary field. Nothing could be further from the truth! 
Here, guidance takes a different form from that found 
among the pupils in the higher age bracket. There are 
more programs in the elementary curriculum that could 
come under the heading of guidance than most people 
realize. At this age, the emphasis is not on vocational 
guidance, but on many other facets that will channel 
the child into better scholastic achievement at the up- 
per levels. 


With so many various programs coming under the 
label of guidance, it is far too great a burden for any 
one school system to assume alone. A guidance worker 
is necessary. Even a short time ago it might have been 
impossible to initiate such a program. The opportunity 
has now arisen for such a qualified person to be hired, 
thanks to the offer of Federal funds. 
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I strongly recommend that: 

1. Our present program enhancing the entire field 
of guidance be continued and strengthened. 

2. We make as much use as possible of all avail- 
able help regardless of its source. 

Since the sole purpose of our schools is to provide 
the very best for our children, these two recommenda- 
tions are mandatory. 

I am extremely grateful to the teachers, the parents, 
the school board members, the administrators, and all 
others who are interested in good education for our 
youngsters and who have helped to make our school 
program possible. Also on behalf of these children, I 
would like to express to these persons a real debt of 
gratitude.

MILFORD SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL 
George H. Corson, Principal 


At this writing, Milford Senior High School is 
hemmed in on three sides by construction. Since the 
second day of school in September, we have endured 
bulldozers, jack-hammers, trucks and all the noise and 
confusion inherent with construction, until it has be- 
come quite commonplace. As each new section of 
the construction begins to take shape our interest and 
thinking projects to next year and what will be another 
milestone in Milford’s educational history. 

Of particular interest is the concentration of cur- 
riculum improvement in the vocational area. For some 
years now the pendulum of improvement has been in 
the direction of college preparation. We now, with 
the enhanced vocational program, hope to achieve 
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the desired balance that all schools should have who 
serve the types of communities we in Milford High 
School serve. We expect to have vocational programs 
in the areas of food service, business education, draft- 
ing, and machine shop. Thus those pupils seeking em- 
ployment after high school should be well prepared in 
these many areas. 

We are also looking to the future with the expect- 
ancy of once again being able to have a classroom for 
each class taught, for reducing the sizes of some class- 
es and particularly for having adequate lunch facilities. 

The school year 1964-65 once again had some re- 
warding significance attached to it. Thirty-four percent 
of our graduating class went on to four year colleges, 
a new high. Seventeen percent pursued further ed- 
ucation in two year colleges and five percent went on 
to some further post-secondary education. This gave 
us another record breaking number, fifty-six percent 
seeking further education. In addition to the known 
list of institutions our graduates attend we now have 
members of Milford High School in the following 
schools for the first time in recent years: Vassar, Rad- 
cliffe, West Point, University of Maine, Ripon of Wis- 
consin, University of Vermont, University of Tampa, 
Florida, and the University of Virginia. 

Many of the boys and girls gained employment af- 
ter having trained in our Business Education courses 
and our Machine Shop courses. Still others joined the 
various branches of the services. 


During the past year, Milford High School received 
two “Major Distinction Awards,” from the New Hamp- 
shire Council for Better Schools. One award for “Gen- 
eral Curriculum Improvement” and one for our new 
program in “Visual Studies.” Also our biology teach- 
er, Mrs. Fischer, was chosen the outstanding biology 
teacher in New Hampshire. 

We look to the future with mixed emotions. We 
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have been organized under the 6-3-3 plan just long 
enough to have moulded two well organized, well co- 
ordinated secondary schools and we must now start 
again to reorganize and to once again become a six- 
year secondary school. This is not as easy as it might 
seem. Young people of secondary school age do not 
take kindly to, nor adjust to abrupt changes such as 
we are faced with. Teacher groups must once again 
change their thinking in terms of a single school rather 
than two individual institutions. A Senior High School 
as such, is organized in a much different manner than 
when it is part of a six-year school. The same is true 
of a Junior High School. Next year will be a year of 
re-organization and we ask that all bear with us until 
we once again become what we were for so many years 
in the past, a well adjusted and functioning six-year 
secondary school. 

For their dedicated service to the schools, its pupils 
and the town of Mont Vernon, I want to thank the fol- 
lowing people, Superintendents Goodman and Murphy, 
the school board, the school doctors and nurses, the 
lunch workers, the custodians, those who donated books 
to cur library and equipment for cur laboratories and 
shops, those who gave of their time and energy to 
serve on committees, to aid our athletic teams and to 
serve as chaperones, etc. A special thank you to a de- 
voted faculty who gave unstintedly of their time, ener- 
gy and knowledge to help our young people gain the 


ends heretofore mentioned. 


Thank you, the voters of Mont Vernon, who have 
given us what we now enjoy in the way of buildings and 
materials that enables us to do our work and for what 
we will have in the future. We will be proud to work 
in what will be one of the finest school buildings in 
New Hampshire and pledge our best continuing efforts 
for the youth of the Milford Area Junior-Senior High 
School. 
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MILFORD JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL

To the Citizens of Mont Vernon: 

The Junior High School opened in September with 
an enrollment of 515 youngsters. We are very over- 
crowded and several of our problems this year stem 
from overcrowding. The corridors and stairways are 
filled to capacity when classes change. We have been 
forced to revert to the old system of one-way traffice 
on the stairs. Every inch of available classroom space is 
being utilized. The Jacques School gymnasium is used 
for several of our physical education classes, which has 
hampered the elementary school program. 

It is perhaps difficult to realize but the classes in 
grades 7, 8 and 9 now have an enrollment of 190 to 
200 pupils. This is the combined enrollment from the 
three communities of Amherst, Milford and Mont Ver- 
non. The continued growth in enrollment has several 
ramifications. It means more classroom space, addi- 
tional teachers, more books and supplies. 

This year we have seven new teachers. Five of 
these are replacements for teachers that have left, 
and two are to handle increased enrollment. Two of 
our new teachers came to us with experience while five 
are beginning teachers. While it is true that all teachers 
must begin teaching some place, I feel it is a disserv- 
ice to our young people to have to employ five begin- 
ning teachers in one year. The only real solution to 
this problem is to offer an attractive enough salary to 
attract experienced teachers and at the same time pay 
our experienced teachers enough so they will stay in 
Milford. It is only with a good strong experienced staff 
that we can provide the education the young people 
of today must have for the years ahead. 

Much of our work this year has been planning for 
next year when we will move into new facilities. A 
most important phase of this work is curriculum plan- 
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ning. The curriculum is the heart of the school. One 
of the major problems concerning our curriculum is 
coordination of curriculum on a grade one through 
twelve basis. This means coordination of our curricu- 
lum with Amherst and Mont Vernon as well as Milford. 
Although we live in three communities we are in ef- 
fect one school system. When a change in curriculum 
occurs it has ramifications for every teacher and pupil 
in grades one through twelve in each town. 

Coordinating and developing curriculum in_ this 
fashion is not a five minute task but will be a year long 
project each and every year. Once the curriculum is 
established it must undergo constant revision to stay 
abreast of new developments in each of the subject 
areas. It has become a real problem to stay abreast of 
current developments. The experts estimate that the 
body of knowledge doubles now every seven years. 
Our teachers must be constantly taking courses in an 
attempt to just stay even with the rate of change. 

We are having a very busy year working on curri- 
culum and coping wih the overcrowded conditions. 
We would like to take this opportunity to thank the 
school board, the Superintendent of Schools, and par- 
ents for their support. 
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REPORT OF THE 
MONT VERNON VILLAGE SCHOOL 


Again it is time to review the past school year in 
Mont Vernon. In spite of many changes in school en- 
rollment, the over-all number of students has not in- 
creased too much. As of January 1, 1966, we have 23 
in grade I; 13 in grade II; 17 in grade III; 12 in grade 
IV; 9 in grade V; and 14 in grade VI. It is obvious that 
any over-crowding problem is in first and second 
grades, where, if the projected number of twenty first- 
graders for next year is correct, it will make forty-three 
in the primary room in September. This is a very large 
group for one teacher to handle, especially in two grades 
and where one of the grades is just starting in. 

Of course Mrs. Martin, our very capable aide, lends 
a helping hand at all times in the first and second grade 
room. She has made it possible for Mrs. Scully to do 
her really outstanding job of giving these little people 
a fine start on their school careers. We are most for- 
tunate in our possession of this truly efficient team. 

Many parents on entering the first and second grade 
room are rather surprised at the math going on there. 
The board work looks like first year algebra and actual- 
ly is the basis for this study. The children work ably 
with equations, parentheses, letters instead of numer- 
als, and solving for unknown quantities. All this is a 
very sound foundation for upper grade work. 

As teacher in the fifth and sixth grades, I am in 
a position to evaluate what is happening in the third 
and fourth grades. I find that Mrs. Scofield in the lat- 
ter room is really giving her students a fine preparation 
for the more independent work which has to be car- 
ried on in my room if a child is to be able to function 
successfully in Junior High. She and I work well to- 
gether. 

Mrs. Scofield has been emphasizing map study this 
year. Knowing directions on maps and globes and 
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understanding international color schemes depicting 
surface of land is most important. Also being able to 
relate surface, location, and history to industries is most 
necessary in understanding world events today. Our 
little newspaper “Weekly Reader’ keeps all grades up 
to date in current events. 


This year in grades V and VI we have varied our 
reading program to include work on two levels in the 
books, Widening Horizons and Beyond the Horizons. 
These books lean strongly on character building and 
many and warm are the discussions which evolve from 
some of the situations. The question of “What would 
you do if faced with this set of circumstances?” really 
starts them thinking. We also work on summarization 
of these stories. The ability to read, absorb, and con- 
dense is important as the children go on to higher ed- 
ucation. We plan to start $.R.A. in January and then 
again the abler students in grades III and IV will join 
us. 


In September of 1965 grades V and VI again went 
to Sargent Camp. We were especially fortunate in that 
ours was the only group there and the entire camp staff 
was at our disposal. We had an opportunity to study 
conservation at first hand under really competent lead- 
ership. We learned about flood control at MacDowell 
Dam in Peterborough. In the woods, fields and around 
Half Moon Pond we learned about cycles in nature. 
One of the good results I noticed from this stay in the 
woods without blaring television and radios (which 
were banned) was the improved ability on the part of 
the students to pay attention to what an instructor was 
saying. The children also got some good experience in 
taking notes and organizing them. 

Again our sincere appreciation to Miss Wheeler, 
our music teacher, and Miss Woods, our school nurse. 
Miss Wheeler opens the door for us to real music and 
our students are made aware of the fact that there is 
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more to it than the noisy sounds which masquerade as 
music today. Miss Woods makes the welfare of every 
single child her own responsibility and the physical 
well being of our children is in most capable hands. 

For our clean, well-kept building we thank Mr. and 
Mrs. Hanscom. They are ever willing to help us and we 
are grateful. 

Our warm appreciation goes to the parents of the 
children in our school for their cooperation, understand- 
ing, and ready assistance at all times. 

We wish also to thank our School Board, Dr. Good- 
man, Mr. Murphy, Miss Connolly, the P.T.A., the Da- 
land Memorial Library, the McCollom Trustees, and 
all the other helpful people in our community.
